Highway  and  Bridges:  Motion  made  and  seconded 
that  $1,500.00  be  raised  for  summer  maintenance  of  high- 
ways. Vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Winter  Maintenance:  Motion  made  and  seconded  to 
raise  $650.00  for  winter  maintenance.  Vote  in  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  III:  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $15.00  (1/lOOth  of  1%  of  the 
valuation  of  the  town)  to  the  Monadnock  Region  Associa- 
tion of  Southwestern  New  Hampshire  for  issuance  and 
distribution  of  printed  matter,  newspaper  and  magazine 
advertising,  and  by  other  means  calling  attention  to  the 
resources  and  natural  advantages  of  the  town,  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  other  thirty-seven  towns  of  the  Monadnock 
Region.

Board  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  the  Clerk  cast  one 
ballot  for  Frances  Battinelli.  Vote  in  affirmative.  Clerk 
cast  one  ballot. 

ARTICLE  IV.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensu- 
ing year. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  the  Clerk  cast  one 
ballot  for  James  Marston.  Vote  in  affirmative.  Clerk  cast 
one  ballot. 

ARTICLE  V.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  sal- 
aries of  the  School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  to  fix 
the  compensation  of  any  other  officers  or  agents  of  the 
district.

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  this  article  be  passed 
over  and  discussed  again  before  taking  up  Article  XII, 
Vote  in  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  VII.  To  choose  agents,  auditors  and 
committee  in  relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this 
warrant. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  James  Miskelly  act 
as  Auditor.  Vote  in  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the 
district  will  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of 
schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school  district  officials  and 
agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of 
the  district,  and  to  authorize  the  application  against  said 
appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  re- 
ceived from  the  state  foundation  aid  fund  together  with 
other  income;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen 
the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appro- 
priation, which  balanc  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  the  School  District 
raise  and  appropriate  $8,599.00  and  to  authorize  and 
direct  the  School  Board  to  apply  against  said  appropria- 
tion such  income  as  is  estimated  by  the  School  Board  ex- 
clusive of  State  aid,  and  upon  the  determination  of  the 
amount  of  State  aid  to  be  received  by  the  School  District 
during  the  next  fiscal  year,  to  authorize  and  direct  the 
School  Board  to  apply  against  such  appropriation  the 
sum  to  be  received  from  State  aid  and  with  the  School 
District  Clerk,  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  as  an 
assessment  to  be  raised  by  the  town  for  school  purposes. 
Vote  in  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  IX.  To  see  what  action  the  district  will 
take  to  authorize  the  school  board  to  enter  into  tuition 
contracts  with  Marlboro  and/or  Keene  school  districts 
for  the  education  of  high  school  pupils. 
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Motion  made  and  seconded  that  the  school  district 
authorize  the  school  board  to  enter  into  a  tuition  contract 
with  Marlboro  School  District  for  the  education  of  high 
school  pupils  for  one  year;  those  pupils  presently  attend- 
ing Keene  schools  to  be  permitted  to  continue  so  doing 
with  full  tuition  being  paid  by  the  school  district. 

ARTICLE  X.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  here- 
after use  a  check  list  for  the  election  of  its  officers,  begin- 
ning with  the  1959  annual  district  meeting,  and  will 
adopt  as  its  school  check  list  the  town  check  list,  as  pro- 
vided in  RSA  197:12  (a)  as  inserted  by  laws  of  1957,  Chap- 
ter 57. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  the  district  hereafter 
use  the  town  check  list  for  the  annual  School  District 
meeting. 

ARTICLE  XL  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to 
accept  the  provisions  of  Chapter  186,  par.  24,  RSA,  as 
amended  to  provide  for  the  employment  of  a  helping 
teacher  for  the  Union. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  the  District  adopt 
Article  XL 

ARTICLE  VI.  Motion  made  and  seconded  that 
school  reports  as  printed  shall  be  accepted  by  the  School 
District.  Vote  in  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  XII.  To  take  up  any  other  business 
which  may  come  before  the  meeting. 

Discussion  as  to  school  building — School  Board  to 
determine  cost  of  moving  building,  sale  value,  etc.,  and 
report  at  next  District  meeting — also  to  enter  article  in 
warrant  to  make  disposal  of  building. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  meeting  be  adjourn- 
ed. Vote  in  affirmative.  Meeting  adjourned  at  9:30  p.m.
